Superior Court .hidge Nor- 
man Dowds ruled Friday that 
California’s Public Olecords 
Act clearly says tliat police in- 
ve.stigation records need not 
be disclosed to the public. 

But Dowds said, “if anyone 
is interested in my personal 
opinion, I think that this long 
aftei- the event the police de- 
partment and police commis- 
sion could consider disclosure 
of these records.” 

CBS sought access to the de- 
partment’s 10-volume .sum- 
mary, of the investigation, and 
Paul Sclij-ade asked in addi- 
tion for the I'clease o) all 
phy.sical evidence and the full 
50,000 pages of investigative 
documents in the case. 

Schrade was a Kennedy .sup- 
porter who was wounded in 
the sliooting at Los Angeles’ 
.'Vmbassador Hotel on June '5, 
1968, on the night of Kenne- 
dy’s victory in the California 
Democratic presidential pid- 
mary. 

The chief question in the 
controversy is whether Sirhan 
Sirlian, convicted of murder in 
Uic case, was the lone assas- 
sin.'
